Preparation

This Instructional Routine assesses Performance Indicator: "Choose a soliloquy or monologue spoken by a character in a play. Create a 
visual representation (e.g., drawing, collage) of the character as evidenced by the literary devices used by the author " 
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Duration 

and 

Objective 


Suggested Duration: 50 min. 

Content Objective: Students create a visual representation of a character based on his/her spoken words in a soliloquy or monologue. 


Mini Lesson 


1. Review the purposes of a soliloquy and a monologue. Ask: What do these dramatic elements allow the playwright to do? Discuss 
responses. 

2. Review the notes from the Think Aloud in Daily Lesson 03, drawing conclusions and making predictions about the character based on the 
soliloquy or monologue spoken by the character. 

3. Display Performance Indicator: "Choose a soliloquy or monologue spoken by a character in a play. Create a visual representation (e.g., 
drawing, collage) of the character as evidenced by the literary devices used by the author. " Clarify expectations as needed. 

4. Display the model visual representation. Think Aloud to explain the visual representation.

1. Post representations around the room and conduct a Gallery Walk so students can view the work of others. 
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
